their praiſe is a punishmeat , their reproches, honorable 
badges. The'more arrowes they shoote, the better it is 
for armed Innocence, who walkes and fights vnder their 
chadow, as vadera cloud oracanople in the ſcorching 
heate of the day, | 

And yetasall humane aQiio ns haue their mixture of 
imperfeCtions; ſo I neither arrogate to my ſelfe,or to that 
which I did, any immunitic from Ignorance and Error : 
but muſt, and doe freely confeſſe mine owne folly and 
frailtie, magnifyingin the meane time, the power and 
goodneſle hp was pleaſed to vie ſopoorean in- 
ſtrument 1  Worke, And1 fee his goodnefie to- 
wards mc;ia th crzgrs are not paſt by either without 
obſcruatio men Il correQtion, Fot as it was im=- 
poſſible to fieslt loud , but 1 should mingle ſome 
pride of heart, proper to my nature, with that which was 
Gods, and proper vnto him : and ſo cither touch vypon 
ſpleene, or vain=glorie,or imagination in ſome particular, 
and inuolue the generall in ſuſpition : ſo God hath cha= 
iifed me with a temporarie banishment, and turned the 
fauour of his Maieftic and the State from me for the pre= 
ſent, which otherwiſe (doubtleſſe) would haue looked 
towards me for good, And yet that neither I{nor others by 
my example) should be wholly diſcouraged from good 
intentions, God hath ſtirred vp mine enemies tocenquire 
after my name,that ſo, though I would, I cannot lic hid, 
not loſe that reward which followes him that flies from 
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it; the honour to bee knowne a faithfull ſernant to God - 
and my. Countrey, Wherein my poore example 1s vſcd, 
to ſtirre vp andchecke the backwardneſle of others in 
the Church and Common=-wealth, who hauing greater 
abilitie to vndertake ſuch a worke, haue neither dared to 
leade me the way, nor yet to follow me leading them ;

And might 1 not 
borrow a Spanish name or two,as wellas French,or Tt4- 
lian, to grace this Comedic with ſtately AQors? Or muſt 
they onely be reſerued for Kingly Tragedies? why not 
Gondomar, aſwcll as Hieronymo,or Duke d'Alva? And 
why not Phil;p, as well as Peter,or Alfonſo,or Ceſar: Or 
why might not I make as bold with them , as.they with 
our blacke Prince, or Henry the eighth, or Edward the 
ſixth, or Queene Elizabeth, or King Iames, orthe King 
and Queene of Bohemia? Ifthis be cenſurable for being a 
fiction, it is ſurcly for lacke ofa foole , which (they fay) 
Comedics should not be without : and for a neede, this 
wittic Obictor may ſupply the place, if he enuie me the 
honour to becomea foole alone, leſt ſome of our Stage- 
keepers should be thought capable of that part,and forced 
by neceſlity to furnish itat their owne coſt. The truth is, 


thoſe that.vnderſtandany thing of Spaxish Afaires know

poſe there should none be left to throw a ſtone at me, 

but I should be quit by the cenſure of my accuſers, 
Sixtly , it is obieQted, That I medled with a forraine 
Ambaſſidour, which I should not haue done. To this I 
anſwere, Firſt, that 1 did not touch an Ambaſladour pre= 
ſeat, but one that had beene : forall that I layd,was of the 
time paſt, when he was gone (God be praiſed)from Eng- 
land, and returned to Spaine, giuing vp the account of 
his Ambaſſage paſt - So that then he was no Ambaſla- 
dour. Againe, ſuppoſe he were then an Ambaſladour, 
yet I did not medle with him as.with an Ambaſſadour, 
\ but as an incrocher vpon the Lawes: and Liberties 
of our State , which exclude forrainers. For whillt 
an Ambaſſadour intrudes himſelfe into things that con- 
cerne not his Commiſſion ; ſuch as are, the Gouern= 
ment of our State, Church and people ; the diſpoſition 
of Offices, and the like : he becomes in theſe things pri-

1 know ſome men may condemne 
me to be pragmaticall in other mens affaires, or proud 
and ſelfe-conceited of ſome shadow of worth in my 
ſelfe; or enuious , to detraft from the worth of other 
men, whilſt 1 ſceme to preſſe into their places, without a 
vocation, or without acauſe of neceſlitic prouokeing my 
vndertakeing. To all theſe 1 make the ſame anſwer, that

Notwithſtanding all which,if any being cither inuincibly 22+ 


 blinde by ignorance, cannot ; ot wilful!y blinde xr wieans

not ſce the cauſe of my writing, I paſle by their incurable 
maladies , without care or hope of recouerie : But for 
others that would gladly ſee the cauſc,out of a purpoſe to 
examine it; and ſo to condemne or approue my ation

my ſelfe, and freely deliuer the cauſes and motiues of my 

, Vndertaking this buſineſle : deſiring ſuch as reade what I

[ ſuppoſe it not perillous now to point at that, which 
the whole State hath taken notice of,and worthily refor- 
med, I ſpake before, that there might be notice taken of 
the neceſſitic, and Lawes made to redrefle enormities : 
for this I praycd to God and the King. I ſpeake now, be= 
cauſe there are Lawes made: for this I praiſe God, who 
hath opened the heart of our King, Pceres, Prelates, and 
People, vniting them in one, for a generall reformation of 
all.

ceſlitic then perſonall reſpeQ, had not called me out, 
But whenl ſaw iniquitie to abound, and the loue of 
many to waxe cold ; and all ſorts and ſexes declining from 


| their ft love, and inclining to a generall defeQion. 


When 1 ſaw the man of {inne grow ſtronger and ſtrong- 
ct,and the men of God, cuen the ſirongeſt of them ſtag- 


_ ger, as perſons put to the worſt, thruſt downe into the 


Channell. When Ibcheld the ciuill Magiſtrate buſie in 


_ ſuppreſling Ale-houſes, becauſe they were the Nutrceries 


of Idlenefle, Theeueric, Beggerie, and Bawdry : and ſaw 
Houſes of Spirituall fornication increaſe; which robbed 
God of Soules, the King of Subies; which made men 


Slaucs to Beggarly rudiments,and trained them vp in idle Gal, 4,9, 


and apish Superſtitions. Yea, when I ſaw a publike and 
open Stewes of Idolatry kept and tollerated, which bred 
more Papiſts in one or two yeeres,then all the Pricſtsand 
leſuites had done,or could do before in iwentie. Was it 
not then a time to ſpeake? Was there not a cauſe ©

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When I ſaw diverſe (heretofore called moderate men) 
goc from out Church, and cleaue to the Romivh; in hope 
of that which all good SubicQts feared, And ſuch as pro- 
feſſed themſclues Romane Catholikes grow -infolent and 
bold,cuen to the prouoking of others to impatience ; (till 
boaſting of their Gyant, andattributing cucrie ſucceſſe to 
him and his wiſedome ; and promiſing themfelues euery 
day better and better ; and threatning worlſeand wore tes 
vs, whereby they encreafed and heartened their owne par- 
tic, and diſcouraged, and diminished ours. VWhen I ſaw 
ſuch to be weake and vnprouided of Armes, whom the 
Law armed to withſtand foraine Force : and fuch only to 
be the armed men,and chiefe Commanders and directors. 
in Militaric affaires, whom the Law difarmed; as ica- 
lous and ſuſpitious of their inclinations and affcRions.

When I ſaw them disfurnish our Maritime Townes 
and Coaſts of the ableſt Mariners and Sea-men, to furnish 
and ſecure their owne : to defend them againſt the Turke 
at our colt and-charges, whilſt they in the meane time 
prooucd worle to the Kings Children, and to vs, then 
Turkes could doe, When | faw them caſt in ſcruples be= 
twixt vs and our ſureſt friends, to make vs fall out, that 
whilſt we wrangle for the Sea, they might get the whole 
Land, When I ſaw them ſow Schiſmes in the Church, 
to alienate our hearts from each other: ſo that whilſt we 
ſtriue and diſpute about Free-will, they might make 
vs Slaues to their owne wills without controuerſie, 
When I faw it was counted no iniuſftice in them to 
oppreſle all the World; but iniuſtice in others to free 
themſclues from their oppreſſions, 'Was it wot then 
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8 time to ſpeake © Was there not a cauſe?  . 
When 1 ſaw them place and diſplace Officers of State 

at home and abroad; orat leaſt giue out that they did it. 
And that his Maieſtie might not whiſper any thing in _ 
Counccll, but an exa&t account muſt be yeclded them 
and by them againe published , to the honour of their 
Champion, the witneſſe of their ſtrength, the increaſe of 
their hoaſt,and to the generall ſatisfation of their whole 
Faction, When I (aw in the greateſt bulineſle of State 
concerning all Chriſtendome,the eyes ofall men diuerted 
from that obieQ, by vaſeaſonable proieRs and deuiſes of 
inferiour nature; and our timely ſupplics otherwayes 
prevented, and taken vp by matter of pleafure or comple- 
ment, When I ſaw the generall combination of Romane 
Catholiques, both at home and abroad, againſt the Kings 
Children : and the forraine enemies violent and bloudie 
purſaite of all aduantages againſt them, and ſuch as pro= 
felle the Reformed Religion, So thatabroad all went to 
wracke, and at home no remedie was thought vpon : 
Whilſt Sp/z0/4 with ſpeed enters, and poſſelſſeth the Pa- 
latinate with an Armie ; and we ſecke to diſpoſſeſſe him 
onely with perſwalige Arguments of amiticand iuſtice, 
Whenat home 1 beheld all Romane Catholiques bold to 
declare them(elues for the Empcrour againſt the Kings 
children,and to hinder the bencuolence of the Countrey 
by all politique and poſſible meanes : cndeauouring, that 
 eitherit mightnot be granted at all, or giuen ſparingly, 
and with a niggardly hand, or gathered too late, and fo 
to no purpoſe.

When I ſaw Romaniſts labour to breed new diſcon+ 
tents betwixt the King and his Subieds, and to continue 
the old : that ſo the SubieQ might be drained, and made 
either vnable or vnwilling to ſupply his Maieſtics necefla. 
riedeſires ; and the King put vpon hard ſtreights,cither to 
indure things vnfit for his dignitie, and croſle to his free 
diſpoſition, « or to furnish himſelfe by falling vpon their 
ſide, When I ſaw them endeuour, by wringing the noſe 
hard, to preſſe oat blood, hoping thus to be armed in his' 
Maieſties colourable defence, and to hane oportunitie to 
draw in foraine powers on their partie, When I aw them 
helpe forward with art and induſtrie the Grieuances of 
<athy mmon- wealth; ; that whilſt the State of Brittaine 


iſperced thorow all Nations panes in the meane 
2 time be negleQed,and left in their hands to ruine, Whilſt 
- to this end I beheld a dangerous Fation shew it ſelfe at 
home , and another breeding abroad ; many English 
marching vnder the command of Spinola, to encounter 
the English vader his Excellence; that Banner might be 
againſt Banner, the Seminarie of 4 ciuill warre. When I 
ſaw 4 foraine Ambaſladour giue Paſſes and Licences cons. 
tinually to Rowish Catholikes, to goc out of England, to 
ſcrue the King of Spazize in his warres in the Low-coun- 
treys; and, likea Pope, diſpenfing with the othes' of Sx- 
premacie and Allegeance ; which were made vpon ſuch

When I ſaw 
the poore Commons ſilently groning vnderneath theſe 
preſſures, and no man either willing, or daring to make 
them known to him, whom it moſt concerned; and who 
only had power to remedie theſe miſchiefes, 'Yea,when't 
heard a generall deſpaire cloſe. vp the hearts of all men, 
that they should neuer ſce Parliament againe ( which.

them ; and now wiſedome to enlarge-their Tents? That 
in the yeere 1605 the Kingand whole State should ioyne, 


to ordaine perpetuall Lawes againſt them ; and a'memos- 


rable repetition of ihe almoit incredible cauſe, ; and now 

io ſo short a time, the fame wiſedome $should (ilence 
thoſe Lawes,and pull downe that Pillar of Salt ſet vp for 

an admonition toall poſteritic;zas if they would perſwade 

the world that the foule fact had not beene true, but fay- | 
ned, and therefore now the Law was repealedor lilenced | 


as an AQ of Iniuftice? And yet is your Maiecſtic, out of 


your ſuperaboundant clemencie, dilpoled to ſpare them ? 


. Why, who withſtands it, nay who deſires it not, if the 
Truth might yet be fafe ? Who pitties not the krrour of 


their Conſfciences? \Who loues not their perſons? Who 
prayes not for them, whilſt they curſe vs? Who would 
not beare with many things for their ſakes, and for Vni= 


ties, if they would bequiet,if they might be truſted? But 
whilſt we ſce they make no conſcience to maſlacre vs 


where they haue power; to inuade vs, where they can 


. borrow or procure it ; to blow vs vp by traynes and trea- 


ſon, where they hauc no open abilitie to effeR their des» 
fires; When we fee they hold nofaith with vs, but onely 


for their awne aduantage, can you blame vs; if we wish 


 youand yours Out of theirarmes ; andare icalous of your 
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life and fafetie,whil d we are aſſured of their hate and mas | 
lice 2 

. Thus 1 might ctr the caſe with his Maieflie, 
but 1 intend not to follow. a courſe which may be any 
way diſtattfull or doubttull, T hoſe timesare tooold and 
too good to be preſidents tothele ; beſides,the inequality 
of the perſons affords me ſmall freedome. What Dauid 
' heard with patience, binds not others : What 7oab the 
General did, is no warrant for me. [ therefore to auoid all 
occalion or ſaſpition of arrogancie, fliye to his Maieftics 
Wotds and Workes for my warrant, from whence 1 fetch 
proofe to manifeſt ; Firſt, the deſperate-eftate of things, 
and the tickle points, and nice termes whereupon they 
ſtood when I firſt did write: Secondly, the neceſlitie of 
ſpeedic reformation : Thirdl ly;4he good office of ſuch as 
gave the loformation ; without which , the miſchiefe 
would haue broken"out paſt remedie, before the diſeaſe 
conld haue beene difcayered, And the courſe that I en= 
tend to take and follow hereingis to ſpeake of the State at 
home & abroad,and of Religion reſpeciuely in all parts ; 
becauſe theſe are intermixt and wouen together, and par= 
ticipate of proſperitic and aduerſitie,and partake all paſh- 
ons of ioy and ſorrow, with each other in common, 

To this end, behold in the firſt place that moſt worthy 
ſpeech which his Maicſtie made to the Parliament on 
Munday,the 26 of £Harch, 1621 : as if a Father had ſpo- 
ken to.his Chi]dren, wherein he acknowledgeth the gric= 
uances ofthe Common wealth, faying ; / doe aſſure you in 
the heart of an honeſt man and by the Faith of a Chriſtian 
Kine ( which both ye, and all the World know me 10 be ) 
had theſe things beene complained of vnto me, before the 
Rees, 1 would hae doxe the Office of a Inſt Kt ng;

Now then what did I but complaine in the Foyce of 
the People,that cheir Grieuances might come to his Maie- 
ies cares ? Whom I belecued to be fuch,as his words and 
actions teltifie : readie tO take information of truths, and 
to redrefſe them ; but that the voyce and cry of his oppre(- 
ſed SubieAs was kept from his cares, by ſuch as oppreſt 
them ; as Wolues howle and barke, that the vigilant 
Shepheard may not heare the worried Lambes bleate. 

But it may beobieQed,T here was #0 cauſe of this cry ty 
generall, but of one or two particulars, Heare then his 
Maieſtie farther taking notice of the generall clamour,

- But it may againe be obieQed, That his Maieftie had 
diners neere about him,wha could & would better _—_

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him of theſe things,then my ſelfe. I doubt not the truth of 
this, that he had many about him, that would, if they 
could : but many of theſe not conuetrſing with the peo-. 
ple, were not (cnlible of their ſufferings, nor could haue 
becne induced to belecue halfe of that to be true, which 
now they ſee manifeſtly, Others could, but would nor, 
either becauſe themſelues,or their friends were intereſted 
in the buſineſſe. Others both could and would, but theſe 
were not cuer the greateſt jn number,or greateſt of pow- 
er: they were vnable to meet that mightie oppoſition, 
which they beheld prepared and armed cuer at hand t 
beare them downe : they wereloth to be accounted /; 
gular perſons, or male-contents ; they were afraid of lo- 
ling their own Liberties,Offices,and Livings, whilſt they 
endeuoured to doe good Offices for the life and liberties 
. of others. Otherwiſe it had beene impoſſible theſe diſor- 
ders in ſo short a time, $hould haue gotten ſuch roote and 
head,and growne vp to ſuch an height, 

O happie Parliament therefore ; and (as his Maieſtie 
ftyled it) likely then to be the happieſt Parſiament that 
euer was in England, Happie to reuealc this, happie to re- 
forme this, and happie to me alſo, toapproue with their 
wiſedome much of the matter of my complaint ; ( if not 
the manner of deliueric ) had there not beene a generall 
deſpaire of ſecing a Parliament againe, I had not written 
at all, but ſtayed and expeted their leiſure and pleaſure, 
Bat when I had written, and ſaw there was offence taken, 
and no credit giuen to my report, I gaue way to the time ; 
praying God, who moued his Maieſties heart toſummon 
a Parliament ; by whom I kacw he shoutd be informed 
of the truth beyond my report, and ſo my fuppoſederror 
made knowat to be good ſeruice.

ſo plainly deale with them : but perhaps he should fall in- - 
to a kind of 1»quiſition,and be commirted to priſon, and | 
preſcated to ſome Court of cenſure, to be vndone for his | 
good will, For this is ſure, many Courts had wont to be / 
(for | hope they are now mended)like S.Winiffids Needle 
io Rzppop ; you cannot paſle thorough, till you be-naked, | 
and irce from all impediments zand ſtript you mult be, fox 
therefore. 


therefore came you thither ; and till you be ſiript, you 
may be innocent, but you cannot appeare to be ſo. This 
isthat which Siracides faith : If a rich man offend he hath F<c- 13-12 
many helpers ; he ſpeaketh proud words,andyet men iuſtifie my 
him : but if a poore man faile they rebuke him ; and though 
be ſpeake wiſely. yet can he hane no place. When the rich 
wan ſpeaketh , euerie man holdeth his tongue ; and looke 
what he ſaith, they praiſe it vnto the Clouds : but if the 
poore man ſbeake they ſay What fellow i this* and if he ds 
amiſſe they will deſtroy him. 
And yet truly it had beene caſie to haue foretold theſe 

things before, by obſcruing the times, the manners, the 
_ ations of men, and the iudgements of God threatned 

vpon ſuch, For God is not a God only neerehand,and not ler-23.23, 
afarre off alſs : What he threatens he will doe ; bt it to 
'Prieft,or Prince,or People, And thus it were no difficult 

matter to prophecie, that is,to forctell the certaine iudge- 
"ments of God for ccrtaine ſinnes, by comparing times 

and things wiſely together. For repentance and mercie 

may digert the execution of Gods iudgement publiquely 
declared,nothing elſe can. And in this ſence alſo, I doubt 
_ not is preaching in the Goſpel called prophecying ; with 
reſpect ro the Law, and to the indgements therein de= 
- nounced, obſeruing times and comparing like ſinnes and 
punishments together. And would to God this kind of 
prophecying were more vſed, and better belecued, that 
Preachers might be more reſpected, or left at libertie to be 
taught by God, without limitation of man, and to ſay 
' What God hath done lately, as well as what God hath 
done long fince : But we haue no ſuch cuſtome, no ſuch r Cor.:x. 
freedome,nor the preſeat Churches of God. Yet Dauid **:

here it did ) and cxtraordinarie crimes ariling,and extraor= 
dinaric practiſes appearing,and extraordinarie feares pro= 
uoking, cuetie man, Neceſitze droue me to (ecke out an 
exttaordinarie meanes of remedie ; as Nature bcing co- 
ſtiue, berakes her ſ(clfe to vomite. For I beheld what 
would be the iſſue of theſe things, if no body ſept vp to 
Macc-2.40 giue the onſet : As Mathias and his friends debate the 
caſe with each other, vpon that Maſſacre,or Szcilian Euen- 
Song,or Powder-plot,which fell among them : 1} we all 
doe as our brethren haue dene (lay they) and fight not 


azainſt the Heathen for our Liues, and for our Lawes,then | 


ſhall they incontinently deſtroy vs out of the Earth : And 
it we looke not about vs ( might I then haue ſaid) and 


beſtirre ys nimbly, either our Frieads will cat vs vp at. 


home by Suites and ProjetFs ; or our Enemies abroad, by 
Plots and Prattiſes : Some therefore muſt breake the Ice, 
roshew others the danger : for to waite and ſtay then for 

a Rule or Law to wartant my Fac, had beenc to run mad 
with Reaſon, and to ſecke Philicke for a dead man. All 
ſubordinate Courts are to take information by ordinarie 

. and regular courſes : Kings are the. extreameſt Circle 
: Lines arc drawne from the Center to them,and informa.

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tion muſt come to them by any meanes. Their cates are 


long,and touch ypon euecrie SubieAs tongue ; and great 
reaſon : for they are thoſe that muſt reforme the Indges 
themſelues ; and aboue them there is no Iudge but God, 
Weate then to flee to them i in neceſlitic, and not before; 
and this was my caſe, and this I did, 

\ Now becauſe 1 could hot come to ſpeake; or if I had, 
the particulars had been too many to deliuer at an inſtant; 
and my danger in this modeſt, bashfull, and religious age 
( which makes nice onely to heare that euill reported and 
reproued, which it makes not nice, but glories to commit) 
had beene greater then my ſtrength could withſtand : 
Therefore 1 tooke that courſe which God commands to 
Eſay, Chap. 30. erſ. $. I wrote it in a Booke : By which 
meancs | had hope it should arriue at his Maieſties hand 
more tafely then by any other paſſage : And ſo (as I heare) 
itdid, and fince that all foraine ations haue concurred t@ 
make good my coniectures; or rather the vulgar voyce 
and opinion of the people deliueted by my Pen. And 
time wi!l yet make it more clcere (1 feare) to the coſt of 
ys,and of our friends, except God take the cauſe in hand : 
And at home that molt high arid honourable Court of 
Parliament, hath to opened ihe whole Myſtcrie of Ini- 
quitie,that none need doubt the truth of any thing 1 wrot, © 
but rather wonder that I wroie no more. 

For confirmation of this, heare his Maiceſtie in his own 
words to that short-liued Parliament, Anno 1621, moſt 
e| gintly clearing this point, whilſt he acknowledgceh the 
Face of the Common-wealth was ſhew:d him faire and fat, 
but the Body hidden, which was in a C onſumption., T hey 
put on the beſt pretences of all things, and made it their 
oF care, hs and indultry, to kee; pe his Maicftie from 
F 3 | ſeeing 
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ſeeing or hearing the truth, Heare what he faith: Hud 
now I ronfeſſe, that when Tlooked before pon the Face of 
the Gonernment, I thought ( as exerie man would have 
done ) that the people were neuer ſo happie as in my time : 
For enen 45 at diner ſe times I hane looked vpon dinerſe of 
my Coppices,riding about them,and they appeared on the 
outſide verie thicke, and well growne vnto me; but when [ 
entred into the midſt of them,T found them all bitten with- 
in, and full of plaines and bare ſpots ( like an Apple or 
Peare, faire and ſmooth without,but when ye clane it aſun- 
der, ye find it rotten at the heart ) enen ſo this Kingdome, 
the externall gouernmens being as good as ener it was, and 
I am ſure as learned Indges as ener it had ( and I hope as 
honeſt ) adminiſtring Tuſtice within it : CAnd for Peace 
both at home and abroad, 1 may truly ſay move ſetled, and 
longer laſting then euer any before ; together with as great 
Plentie as euer + ſo a5 it was to be thought, that euerie man 
mieht ſit in ſafctie under his owne Vine.and vnaer his own 
Fig-tree : Tet I am aſhamed, and it makes my haire ſtand 
upright ts conſider how in this time, my people haue beene 
vexed and polled,by the vile execution of Proietts,Patents, 
and Bils of Conformitie, and ſuch like ; which beſides the 
trouble of my people, haue more exhauſted their Purſes, 
then Subſidies would hane done. | 
Obſerue this well, and you $hall ſce no man can ſay 
more then his Maicſtie hath done, toſet forth the miſerie 
of x' State, which ſeemeth to flourish like a greene Bay= 
tree, His Maieſtie ſaw the Face, he did not ſee the Body ; 
but thought the body in as good plight as the face; as any 
man in deed would have done. He thought the 49/9 nem. 
ver ſo happie as in hu time ; and great reaſon he had fo to 


thinke : but now he ſees it otherwiſe; and muſt needs 
, orfeuc,

grieve, becauſe it is fo, The Common-wealth was as his 
Coppices flouriſhing & thicke without within not ſuitable. 
You koow where the fault lyes: The Woodveenes, Sur 
gayers, Rangers,and other Officers,that should preſerne it, 
are thoſe that ſpoile for themſelues, by a mutuall conni- 
uencie,and general] conſpiracie : and ſo it is in the State, it 
ſeemes a faire Apple,but it is rotten at the heart.. The ex- 
ternall gouernment was neuer better the Idges neuer more 
learned : Where then is the fault? His Maieſtie reſolues 
you : priuate ProzeZFs,and Monopolies rob the Common- 
wealth, diſturbe Order, fruſtrate Lawes, diſcourage Inde- 
uour,ſpoile all. Firſt, Needie perſons hauing waſted and 
can out their owne eſtates in all wild and wicked courſes, 
thea invent meanes how to worke ouy aliuing from the 
induſtry of other men. Theſe run to petfens in fauour ar 
Cour:,and they begge the penaltics of /awes,and to pro- 
uide, that whiIt they keepe no Lawes themſclues, they 
will not ſuffer any to be kept. Ts know the, his Maicſtic 
faith, He i aſhamed, it makes his hairefland wpright, as at 
the ſight of cuill Spirits : and yet theſe Diucls doe it with- 
out blushing, nay, with boldnefle they command it tobe 
done,and with rigour exaQt a penaltic of ſuch as doe omit 
it : dealing here for the King with his Loyall people, as 
Peiſecutors doe with the Saints and Seruants of God, 
whom they ſpoile, torture, and put to death, ſuppoſing 
therein they doe God good ſeruice : Or as if all men were 
borne to labour that they. might liue idcly, and waſt their 
bodies in ryot and licentiouſneflc, their eſtates in pride, 
drunkenneſſe, and prodigalitic, and the whote Common- 
wealth by their diſordered hues and 4ſſolute examples. 

| Thus farre that faire-promiling Parliament diſcouered, 
and proccedcd ig a plaulible aud profitable courte of re= 
F 4 formaiion, 
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formation ; but here our hopes on a ſodaine wete ouer- 
caſt with a Cloud, and our calme day became fformie. 
For his Maieſtie, hauing in the beginning of that Parlia= 


ment receiued the greateſt teſtimonic of Louc and Loyal= | 


tie from the SubieR, that euet Prince had of his People, 
and giving ſuch publique and plauſible teſtimonic there= 
of to the honour, praiſe,and incouragement of his people, 
as neuer Prince did before him ; and the courſe of this 
Current running ſmooth a long time, without ſuſpition 
of the leaſt mutation, at laſt ſomething was vnhappely or 
vnſcaſonably touched vpon which was tender, and being 
handled with toorougha hand for ſo ſore and ſenſible a 
part to ſuffer and endure, gaue occaſion to cuill Inſtru= 
ments,then trembling vnder the Rod of (cucre reforma- 
tion,to take and follow the aduantage offercd,ſo home to 
the head, as thereby the Parliament was ſodainly and ab- 
ruptly broken vp, with the ruine of all our hopes. 

Then we had time enough to ſee how much more 
it was for 4 few, who had the Kings eare,to hinder, 
24ny,though they had the Kings heart, to helpe;
